on being brought to Chicago was charg- 
ed with murder. 

Judge Landis denied the application, 
saying the proper remedy for counsel 
is a writ of error from the decision of 
1 he state supreme court to the supreme 
court of the United States. The writ in 
fatallv defective ami cannot lie made 
good." 

Appeal Is Refusid^ 

Attorney Mnher then asked for an 
apjieai. The conn responded "Later 
in the day I will enter such an order as 
will enable yon to have this ease review- 
ed by the supreme court in the absence 
of your client. 1 will not complicate 
matters by a further delay. It would he 
much easier for me to grant this man ten 
<lays' time in which to have this ease 
reviewed by the United Slates supreme 
court, but respect for orderly procedure 
compels me to do what 1 have done, 
That is my order." 

Preparations were then begun for the 
execution. When Dr. II. II. Davis, 
county physician, went to the prisoner's 
cell, iloch asked the time and when told 
it was almost 10.30 said, 'T have tifteen 
minutes to live. I believe in respect for 
the law, hut I am not guilty of murder," 
i Iloch was advised of his attorneys' 
efforts, and declared that he intended to 
insist that all the time given to him, 
• under the sentence should he alowed. 
At 11' o'clock Deputy Sheriff Peters, ac- 
companied by Jailer Whitman, entered 
Hoch's cell and the deputy read the 
death warrant. Throughout the read- 
ing 

Hoch Was Unmoved 

and Peters, at the close said: "Mr. Uoeh 
1 wish to commend you for the manner 
in which you have conducted yourself 
and also for the preparation you have 
made for the hereafter. I hope God will 
have mercy on your soul." 

Hoch smiled and said quietly: "I am a 
great sinner in some ways, hut 1 am in- 
nocent of this murder. 1 want all that 
is coming to me in the way of time. If 
you try to take me before 1.30 1 will 
fight." 

After the reading of the death war- 
rant Attorney. Comet-ford appeared at. 
the jail with an appeal bond to which he 
desired Hoch's signature. Accordingly 
Jailer Whitman issued orders that the 
execution he deferred. 

Attorneys Maher and Comerford pre- 
sented the appeal bond to the court and 
again asked for an appeal. 

"Under the circumstances I don't 
think you have any right to appeal," 
.said Judge Landis. "Any citizen has 
the right to appeal," said Attorney 
Maher. m view of the fnc! that this 
matter was delayed until within an hoar 
of t lie execution, I don't think so," re- 
plied the court. 

Interrupts Death March 

The attorneys again urged him In 
grant the anneal and the court directed 
them to prepare their record and briny 
it in. Attorney Comerford then hurried 
to the tail where he arrived just as the 
death march was about to begin. He 
asked that proceedings be further delay- 
ed but this request was denied by Denu- J 
ty Sheriff Peters, and he had a talk wilh 
Judge Landis over the telephone. 

Jailer Wbitpinn then went to Hoch's 
cell with six guards. "Johann, your 
time has come," be said. Hoch had ad- | 
vanced to meet the party and said calm- 
ly: "I am ready Mr. Whitman." II <s 
stopped several limes to shake hands 
with the attendants, saying "Oood-by, 
boys." 

A Final Appeal 

While the execution was in prog- 
ress Attorney Maher was endeavoring 
to Induce Judge Landis to sign an 
appeal. and grant Hoch a supersedeas 
until his application for a writ of 
habeas corpus could be tested by the 
federal supreme court. 

Shortly after 1 o'clock Judge Landis 
started to go to lunch. Maher 
stopped him, saying: "We have only 
a little time. These papers will be 



here In a few minutes with the man's 
signature."' 

"1 am going out now," replied the 
judge. "1 shall be In court at 2 
o'clock," 

"My God, Judge!" Implored the at- 
torney, the tears springing into his 
eyes, "don't leave the building — please 
don't do it. Give this man the right 
of appeal. We want to save his life, 
I and at 2 o'clock It will bo too late. 
, Please don't leave the building." 
' "You make it terribly hard for me," 
' said the judge, "but, as I told you, I 
[ cannot grant an appeal. My oath of 
ollice demands that I do what I con- 
sider right. hi this last hour before 
: the execution I am appealed to, and 1 
i do not think I would be complying 
j with my oath if I delayed this execu- 
J tion." 

Judge Remains Firm 

"Judge, if 1 did not think that this 
j poor man had been deprived of a fair 
chance I would not make the appeal 
to you. What errors bis attorneys 
have made should not cost him his 
life, when there is still a way open. 
Grant me this right of appeal and 
don't leave the building until you have 
done so." 

"1 do not think that I can," replied 
Judge Landis. 

"In a few minutes this man will be 
dead," replied Maher. A - o'clock an 
appeal or signature to papers us far 
as he Is concerned will be useless." 

Judge Landis, who had been makin 
his way toward the elevator as rapidly 
as he could, stopped and confronted 
the attorney, "1 have expressed my 
views on the subject of appeal," » he 
said. "I will not grant one." 

"Has not this man the rights of 
every other citizeiiV" demanded Ma 
her. 

"Yes," replied Judge Landis. "but 
I say there is no appeal In such a 
case," and he left the building. 
Will Continue Case 

Attorney Maher was soon joined by 
Attorney Comerford, and together they 
set out to find Judge Landis. As they 
turned away from the Union League 
Club house they met a newsboy crying 
the sale of newspapers announcing 
that Hoch hod been hanged. Both at- 
torneys declared that the case would 
he continued and the appeal finally 
made to the supreme court of the 
United States. If it is there decided 
that Hoch at the time of his execu- 
tion still possessed the right of ap- 
peal, proceedings of a criminal nature, 
the lawyers declare, will be Instituted 
against all the public officers who had 
anything to do with the execution. 

The body was given to a local un- 
dertaker, who buried It at Ills own 
expense.

FOR 80-CENT GAS. 

New York States Commission Fixes 
'Maximum Price for llluminant. 

Albany, Feb. 23.— The state commis- 
sion on gas and electricity today tixed 
at SO cents the maximum price of 
illuminating gas in the boroughs of 
New York city, served by the Con- 
solidated Gas Company and the New 
Amsterdam, Standard and Mutual 
companies. It was announced also 
that a similar order would be Imme- 
diately Issued as affecting the com- 
panies supplying the borough of the 
Bronx, The Brooklyn investigation 
is still in progress. One of the must 
Important comments of the commis- 
sion in connection with the decision Is 
to the effect that "on the evidence 
before the commission It Is question- 
able whether the Consolidated Gas 
Company has franchises of any con- 
siderable value. The commission be- 
lieves that these franchises, granted 
by the people without compensation, 
should not be capitalized against the 
public, thereby compelling the public 
to pay a. profit upon the value of the 
favor granted by it. The seeming in- 
justice of requiring a corporation to 

Pay Taxes Upon a Franchise 
and at the same time refusing to 
allow the capitalization of that fran- 
chise is sophistical if not real. The 
franchise tax is paid by the corpora- 
tion but charged against the public, 
as an expense of operation, and In 
reality is therefore paid by the con- 
sumers, not by the company." 

Bills fixing the price of gas in the 
main parts of Greater New York at 
SO cents are now pending in the legis- 
lature, together with one to abolish 
the commission itself. It cannot be 
said what effect the commission's 
order will have upon these bills or

"HELLO" GIRLS* STRIKE. 

Particulars of Trouble in Telephone 
Office at Vancouver, 

Fro mthe Vancouver News-Advertiser 
of yesterday further particulars arc -at 
band respecting the "hello" girls' strike 
at the .Terminal City. The paper men- 
tioned ways: 

"It was at about O'clock yesterday 
evening that a number of the girl oper- 
ators left their posts ns also did a ma- 
jority of the men employees, consequent 
on a decision arrived at earlier in the 
day. On Wednesday evening of tlio il 
operators employed by the company, 15 
were on duty. Of the remaining -!), ut 
liberty to attend a meeting called, eight 
were on hand, in addition to about 17 
men of the outside stnff, linemen, etc. A 
ballot of the girls present was taken and 
it was debided on a majority vote to go 
on strike. A document embracing t lie 
demands of the malcontents hud been 
submitted to the directors, subsequent to 
a preliminary meeting on Tuesday, nnd 
on the adverse decision' of the company 
offleiiilts the action of the employees was 
taken. 

The Cause of the Strike 

if such it can be called — is somewhat 
involved. On January 22nd the direc- 
tors entered into an agreement with the 
men employed by which it undertook, 
among other things, referring to sched- 
ule of wages, etc., which are beside the 
question, to jflvc preference in onmloy- 
nieut to members of the International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers. The 
agreement was signed by both parties, 
thirty dayn' notice to be given by either 
side prior to a rupture of the same.

This man, says Mrs. Sawyer, was an 
old companion of Stinson in the mine 
and worked with him for forty years. 
"He became suddenly wealthy after 
uncle's death," she said last night. "Our 
detectives are watching every move of 
that man and liis arrest will be accom- 
plished shortly." 

Portland, Me., Feb. 23.— Mrs. Sarah 
Connor, who claims to have evidence 
that her brother, Jno. Stinson, a wealthy 
miner of San Francisco, was murdered 
in 1808, claims that the man at the time 
of bis death was believed to have paid;

In the issue of yesterday it was 
pleased also to refer to those who 
placed Mr. Beckwlth in nomination as 
the "rump of Conservatism which is 
at present dominant In Victoria."

THE REIDAR'S EXCITING TRIP. 

There were stirring times on the big 
Norwegian collier Reidar after she 
passed out from Ladysmlth eight 
days ago en route to San Francisco 
with a cargo of coal. The Reidar 
had a laborious voyage which occu- 
pied 6'/{. days. She arrived at San 
Francisco on Thursday with 5,830 
tons ot British Columbia coal and a 
crew that was glad to reach port. The 
men hail been close to it tragic ending 
111 rough seas in the north, and later 
spent six days on Ihe plunging, storm- 
swept collier before she entered the 
Golden Gate. 

At 1 o'clock last Friday afternoon, 
when the Reidar was only a few hours 
out of Ladysmlth, a sudden explosion 
of gases In the hold threw the two 
forward hatches high in air and away 
to sea. The explosion was accom- 
panied by a sheet of (lame that shot 
high above the bridge. This flame 
scorched the nearby woodwork, but 
fortunately did not set fire to the ves- 
sel. Captain Strangebye and his crew 
were on the anxious seat for some 
hours or until it was determined that 
no lire existed in the cargo. 

it developed that the explosion re- 
sulted from a lack of ventilation, Tho 
decks were full of water at the time, 
and temporary hatches had to be fitted 
on as quickly as possible. 



Tho Knien Island enquiry was re- 
sumed at 10:150 on Friday morning with 
Mr. Garden in the -chair and Messrs. 
Paterson, lioss, J. A. Mftcdonaid find 
Dr. Young present. The chairman an- 
nounced that lie hud in accordance with 
the arrangement made yesterday tele- 
graphed Mr. Peter Larsen and Mr. T. 
YV. Morse to attend but had not yet re- 
ceived any reply. 

Mr. J. A. 'Macdonnld said he wished 
to call the attorney general to ask him 
a few Questions. 

Mr. dames Anderson produced his 
hank hooks covering the period from 
December 1!>(>.'( to March, 1005. He also 
produced all his bank stubs from Aug- 
ust. 10M to March, 1005. 

Telegrams were also produced by Mr. 
Anderson received from P. Larsen. 
These were all from I'. Larsen to .1. 
Anderson, in most of cases directing 
the latter to meet liini. In reply to Mr. 
Macdonnld, witness snid that he had 
not kept copies of telegrams sent lo Mr. 
Larsen. lie had not been able to 5nd 
any letters written by Mr. Larsen. who 
very seldom wrote any letters. "Witness 
said that he hud not received more than 
two or three telegrams from Mr. 
Stephens. He thought lie had not re- 
ceived more than one message from Mr. 
Morse, hut hud not discovered it. He 
had received it message from Mr, Mat- 
hews, but it did not relate to any of 
these lands, nor witli the coal hinds, 
which were on Queen CImlotte Sound, 
opposite the north end of Vancouver Isl- 
and. 

The Attorney-General 

Hon. Chas. Wilson being sworn, snid 
that the first he knew of this trail-- 
action with Mr. Bodwell was that a 
draft contract was submitted to be re- 
vised. It might have Keen a minute 
of council anil very likely was. 

He believed it was typewritten. It 
was brought to him by Buss or Payne. 

"Did you make nny changes in it'.'" 
asked Mr. Macdonald. 

"Yes I made some very important 
changes in it." returned Hon. Mr. Wil- 
son. 

He remembered that he corrected the 
contract or minute of council, which 
ever it was, in tho mutter of the water 
rights, lie did not think that there was 
a meeting of the council before this. He 
lind no recollection of discussions in 
connection with this, but these might 
have taken place. 

"You were not. I suppose, asked to 
decide as the legal adviser of the crown 
as to the legality of the grant?" asked 
Mr. Maedoini Id. 

Hon. Mr. Wilson said lie was. Hi-' 
attention was called to the section of 
tho Land Act under which this grant 
was made; I did not require any one 
to challenge my attention to il. I did 
it myself. I looked at it from the pur- 
chasers standpoint. 1 looked at it from 
the goodness of the bargain. If the pur- 
chaser was satisfied, 1 was." 

The attorney general said he was get 
ting $10,000 for hinds of lil 
The trasaction was a business one. I 
thought that a good bargain was made 
in getting a quarter interest back. He 
thought it was desirable lo got Hie com- 
pany to go there. The government was 
prepared in order to bring that about to 
agree to the offer of the company to 
get a three-quarter interest. If the com- 
pany did not go 'there they were to get 
their money buck. Mr. Macdonnld said 
that under section 31), l he grant could 
be made for two purposes either for the 
encouragement of immigration or for 
other purposes of public advantage. He 
would like to have the attorney general 
got down to give the reason for his ad- 
vice. 

The attorney general said he would 
tell Mr. Macdonald right there that he I j an " ( ] 
would have hard work to pin him down [ ( w0 
to any such proposition. 

Further questioned, the ntlorney gen- 
eral said Unit he felt very largely that 



this was something for the encourage- 
ment of immigration. 

"Then you advised the lieutenant gov- 
ernor flint the grant was good for that 
purpose'/" 

The attorney general said he would 
not say that. He advised on general 
principles. Further he regarded this ns 
for the public advantage and not as a 
bonus for a railway. 

.Mr. Macdonald wanted to know if 
the attorney general would place this 
grant of the' terminus townsitc on a dif- 
ferent basis, a grant in a valley which 
might otherwise be avoided by the com- 
pany in building its line. 

The attorney general said that he 
would not answer this. Each individual 
case would stand on its own merits and 
be decided whether it was for the public 
advantage. 

A Matter of Public Advantage 
The decision that this was a matter 
of public advantage was decided because 
the railway company proposed to come 
there ns a terminus, and the land was 
not valuable. 

Mr. Macdonald wanted to. know if it 
was considered necessary to give this 
land in order to induce the company to 
go there. 

The attorney general snid that ho 
thought they would not go there unless 
they got the three-quarter interest. In 
fact he thought the bargain was so 
good to the province that he did not 
even hoav believe they would go there. 
They would get better offers from oth- 
er parties. The proposal was made by 
the government to the company. 

In reply to Mr. Ross the attorney 
general said tbat there might have 
been meetings of the executive which 
dealt with this subject which he did 
not attend. 

Questioned by Mr. Macdonnld rela- 
tive to the order-in-conncll reserving the 
lands on the Tsimphean peninsula, the 
attorney general said that islands were 
not mentioned. Hon. Mr. Wilson held 
that: the adjacent islands were often in- 
cluded with the mainland. He pre- 
ferred, however, not to he pinned down 
to giving an opinion on whether this re- 
serve covered nny Islands. He did not 
think that reference was made to bun 
in connection with applications under 
South African scrip for lands as to 
whether they were within reserved land 
or not. He did not think lie should be 
called upon to give an opinion as to 
whether the reserve designating the pen- 
insula included adjacent islands. He also 
did not think ho should he asked to give 
an opinion as to whether the chief com- 
misioner should have consulted the attor- 
ney general as to whether the lands 
were "properly to be refused to appli- 
cants under South African scrip. 

If the order-iii-council creating the re- 
serve were brought before him he 
would construe it as weaning all isl- 
ands adjacent to the mainland which 
were not of very large extent. It would 
not include islands like Vancouver isl- 
and. . 

The ntlorney general said that in de- 
ciding these questions he would be 
guided not by the language used but by 
what was in the mind of the person wdio 
had charge of the department at the 
time. Mr. Gore would be able to say 
what was in his mind at tho time. A 
telegram wns received during ihe after- 
noon from Mr. I'. Larsen saying he was 
too ill to attend. Mr. Morse has not 
yet replied. The committee then ad- 
journed until Tuesday morning.

Darkness, Dawn and TwIIIgh 1 
of Canada's Struggle 
to Prominence, v * 



Poetic Description of the Vast 
Work That Has Been 
Accomplished. 



Tfie story of Canada runs in throe 
sections. Step by step, slowly, labor- 
iously, she had risen from a pa Miotic 
dependency to a great, growing, pros- 
perous country; catching the eye of tho 
world. Oilier nations do not regard her 
with awe, tor she lias 110 army nnd 
needs no navy. Ami the British Em- 
pire, of which she is an import ant part, 
does not rely so much upon her fight- 
ing qualities as upon her ability to food 
tho hungry in time of famine, 'J.'ho 
stilled, struggling, half-starved, .people 
of the old world look longingly to her, 
as a stranger iu London, in a maze of 
cabs 11 ml 'buses, regards the refuge 111 
tho middle Of the road.

The development of the Dominion 
has-been necessarily slow, for it was 
down indelibly in the unwritten his- 
tory of North America that tho repub- 
lic must lill up before Canada could 
hope to claim the attention of the home- 
Seeker. And all the while, like a lode- 
stone, I hi' republic was drawing I he 
young men of the Dominion down over 
the bonier, sapping the very life of the 
colony. It, was a colony of old men 
and women, children and girls— was 
this Canada that is jusl now coining 
into prominence, having passed success- 
fully through the three ages. 

Darkness 

With reference, not so much to Can- 
ada in general as lo tho Canndinn north- 
west in particular, we shall call the 
Hudson's Bay period the nge of dark- 
ness. Back of that we need mil go, fur 
if tiie roigu of the company of gentle- 
men adventurers was utter darkness, 
we may nut look beyond Hint period 
into Ihe past.

Weave your tale so as to leave the 
I general impression that the average 
j factor is a fiend who finds diabolical 
pleasure in pasturing pioneer and pros- 
I pector on the barrens at 50 below, and 
who sleeps sweetly after turning a 
free trader loose to wander, bound and 
blindfolded in the forest, and it will go. 
To be sure, you must climb to this cli- 
I max slowly, in the conventional way, 
I using some of the lesser lies as stepping 
stones— such nc; tho story of the Long 
Gun — made so long ago thai the pile 
of skins, -which the (rapper must build 
to the muzzle, mieht increase the price 

of Ihe pit The tale must have a 

moral tone — the usual passing reference 
to the piety and poverty of the cure.

That was a story founded on facts, 
the renl gospel of the Peace Hlver, how- 
ever much it may have balled, bill it 
was contrary to tradition, and so came 
back while its less deserving twin story 
stayed. 

Dawn 

The man that smote Ihe silver spike 
at [llecillowaot in 1885 cracked tho 
night in which the North-west had been 
held for 11 century or more. The driv- 
in lite last spike iu the Canadian 
Pacific, the bridging of the continent 
tho opening of the first steel rail leading 
from tho Atlantic to the Pacific, was 
the first hint we had that tho night was 
about to lift. But il lifted slowly — pain- 
fully slowly. A year went by before 
the company began to operato the road. 
Thov were not, quite sure thai it could 
be dniio, or, if accomplished, that il. 
would be worth while. They were still 
hampered by tradition. The heroes of 
(be great undertaking had been maligned 
cnllcd dare-devils and adventurers, inn- 
using themselves with other men's 
money. 

The bubble and boom of Winnipeg, 
premature and altogether ill-timed, set 
the West hack at least one decade. 
However, having the line, and the only 
line, the company were bound to oner- 
ale it. and make an nltouipt at colon- 
isation. Fortunately, they had a large 
land grant, a pari of which thoy man- 
aged In sell, and so provide funds foy 
advertising the country and encourag- 
ing' iniiiilgr'itlou. 

In time, a fair amount of traffic grew, 
up along the line, and as theirs wns the 
only line, they gol it all. Bui., instead 
of belli* ft lielu. Uiis was really a hin- 



drance. Officinls nnd employees, far 
from headquarters, grew cureless, indif- 
ferent, insolent, and the public rebelled. 
Daylight was still a long way off. In 
fact, it was more like 11 change from 
one monopoly to' another — from the H.B. 
to the (J.l'.it. — ami the patience of the 
people was sorely tried. 

To be sure, conditions have been im- 
proving, and the behaviour of the em- 
ployees of the pioneer line lias im- 
proved vastly, but. the dug had got a 
bad name when a pup, and it stayed 
witli him. Only a couple of years ago 
a homesteader, hearing of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific project, wrote Mr. Hays, 
the president of the G.T.B., iu this 
strain 

"Dear Sir.— I used to live down in 
Ontario, on the old Grand Trunk— the- 
only road, and the orneriest road 011 
earth. It seemed to me that all the 
Officials and employees had been select- 
ed with great care, and becnuse of their 
peculiar fitness, and that chief iiualiti- 
catibn was general cussedness. 

"By and by along came the Canadian 
Pacific, and with it a change in the 
Grand Trunk Unit was almost miracu- 
lous. 

"Now, what t want to ask is that you 
come up here in the North-west and do 
for the 0. P. It. what they did lor the 
Grand Trunk in Ontario— just make 
them decent." 

So it seems not much mutter who 
runs tho road, if it bus a monopoly it 
will be nasty, but, upon the American 
continent, there is always a builder 
ready to dispute the territory If It is 
really worth while. Already the Can- 
adian Northern has taken its shnre of 
Manitoba, and reaching up to Prince 
Albert, 011 tne South Saskatchewan,. It 
lias pushed its main line west to the 
North Saskatchewan, and reached Ed- 
monton last autumn. 

But the result of this competition lias 
been to attract more settlers, who pu- 
ducc more wheat from year to year, 
compelling the pioneer line to build 
branch lines In self-protection, to in- 
crease their equipment, improve their 
(rain service, and broaden their grades 
for double track. Kach new and com- 
peting- road in tho rapidly growing 
Canadian West will bring its blessings 
by swelling the tide of Immigration, 
and, indirectly put two new passengers 
In tne Caadlun Pacific trains lor every 
old one It takes out. In the language 
of Sir William Van Home, "there is 
room out there for all." 

And now we are in the full Hush of 
the rosy dawn, and are beginning to see 
Daylight. 

As surely as the ebbing tide returns, 
so surely are the sons of the Dominion 
coming back to Canada. And they are 
needed, these hardy Northerners, 
cradled in Canada, and matured in 
"America," they are of the stuff that 
stands the test of time. Many of them 
have been pioneers In the States, and 
are not afraid of the wind, the sun, the 
snow, or the rain. And aloiig with 
these returning pilgrims come thou- 
sands of Yankees from the Middle 
West: intelligent, prosperous farmers, 
with money to invest in the lands of 
the Canadian Northwest. 

It is now, let us say, live a. in., and 
June. The sun swings up in the east. 
Already It lias touched and tinted the 
crest of the continent. A thin line of 
pathfinders, three thousand miles long, 
stretches from ocean to ocean. They 
tire blazing tho trail over which, by 
noon of this age— say seven years from 
todav — they will have stretched their 
twin threads of steel and put another 
crimp in the cosmos. 

Then will Canada stand out, bate- 
headed, barearmed, and smiling, In the 
full gleam and glory of a noonday sun.

we are whistling today are rneivly 
variations of the songs we have al- 
ways whistled, and, what Is more, ho

Edgar Allan Poe a ballad writer, A 
few months since a composer of some- 
thing a little better than the average 
popular song ran across a copy of 
Annabel Bee. He set two verses to 
music and took thein down to one of 
the publishers of ephemeral stuff.

"To resume, nbwever, the best way 
lo understand how- to . write a popular 
song is to examine and see how they 
are written. Bet us take a number 
of examples of the songs that are 
being whistled toduy and compare 
them with some that have been whis- 
tled some years since. Doubtleas they 
in turn were taken from previous songs 
but there is no use to go back that far. 

"A Yankee Doodle Dandy, which Geo. 
Cohan sings in Blttle Johnny Jones, 
was the second best selling song of last 
year.

Per- 
haps, however, it is best to let him ex- 
plain it in his own fashion.

"Persons who understand and hive 
good music," says .Mr. Bryan, "are 
constantly quarreling with the public 
taste as evinced In its selection of the 
songs it makes popular. They do not 
seem able to comprehend why an in- 
ferior melody will be avidly seized by 
the public, whistled and sung until it 



jj 1P | composers are composing them lor it 
every day. Believe me, you do not need 
to know anything about music to com- 
pose one. Practically all that is needed 
is a good memory. The arranger will 
do tile rest. 

Indeed, it is far mart necessary for 
the man who writes the words of a 
popular song to have some knowledge 
of music than the composer. He has 
to have a vague idea of linn- and of 
phrasing, so his words will lit; also he 
must have a magnificent disregard for 
the rules of grammar and a special 
kind of poetic license. 

"To a literary person, I know, the 
lyrics of popular songs must seem very 
crude. The rhymes are often atrocious, 
the meter halting and the sentiment 
pathos. Nevertheless, there is a dis- 



tinct art in writing them, an art which 
tho average poet can never attain, and 
I believe would not attain even if lie 
could. Tho poet is not restricted as to 
space. He may plua.se his sentences to 
suit himself; lie may use whatever 
Imaginary suggests itself to him, cloth- 
ed in words that best express it. The 
song writer cannot. He must use com- 
monplace Imaginary ami commonplace 
words in order that tho commonplace 
people lie writes for — they are greatly 
in the majority, too — may understand 
what lie is willing about. Moreover, 
the commonplace words lie uses must 
be such as may be clearly articulated 
when sung. That is the reason why 
so few poets succeed as song writers. 
Many of them have tried and are still 
trying, but they remain on far too high

The long overdue steamer Doni, 
which was given uj» us lost by her own- 
ers ami her crew long since mourned 
as dead, fenuced Port Angeles yester- 
day, most Unexpectedly; As was the 
little steamer Uoitleu Utile some years 
ago, the Dora hud been blown trow nor 
course on the south eastern coast o£ 
Alaska and drilled long in the waters 
oi i no North i'aciiic before shjB y^eni- 
ually made lier way into tae Straus of 
sua Juan de b'uca, instead of Sitka, the 
Alaskan wort where slie was awaited, 
there were over titty people on board 
and all were well, i'helr rriends will, 
luiwever, welcome them as people re- 
turned jroin the dead, tor even tne most 
optimistic has long since given up 
hope tor the missing steamer, and the 
steamer Santa Cliirn was .sometime ago 
placed on the run between Juneau and 
Dutch harbor in her stead. Tne United 
'states government a niontii ago sent the 
l nitcd .states revenue cutter uusn from 
iSltkn to cruise in the neighborhood or 
flinch narlmr m search fur tne missing 
i vessel. 

A .special from Port Townsend to 
I thd Colonist last Mgnt says: "After 
'7.' days' buftetttng at. tne mercy of 
| tierce and variable winds sweeping 
i over the Norm PacMC, tin; man 
| .steamer Dora, Captain Moore, bound 
i to Juneau, crept into the straits to- 
! day, arriving at fort Angeles with tier 
; bunkers ehtifely emptied and the 
j crew worn out with tne fong struggle 
With the elements. From reports re- 
ceived it is learned tnat tnu vet-sel 
ran Into a terrific gale Which blew tier 
far off her course, full speed being 
] barely able to keep lite vessel's bean 
j to sea. Subsequent gales prevented 
the Dora from making any Alaskan 
port, and while nursing the small re- 
maining coal supply Captain Moore 
Hoisted sail and attempted to beat 
back to land. This was a tedious 
task, and Captain Moore finally 
.siiiiped bis course for Cape Flattery. 
Arriving there, the little remaining 
coal was utilized in bringing tile ves- 
sel Into Port Angeles. Tnere aulli- 
Olent fuel was taken aboard to take 
her to Seattle. The vessel Is due to 
arrive tnere about midnight." 

The Dura was reinsured at ninety per- 
cent, being quoted for reinsurance at 
the .Merchant s Exchange at that fig- 
ure for some time past, and in a few 
days was expected to be posted missing 
I ut Lloyd's. The Dora is a Wooden 
screw steamer owned by the Northwest- 
ern Steamship company of Seattle, by 
whom she was purchased from the Alas- 
ka Steamship company, and is eom- 
I mantlet! by Capt. '/j. Moore. She is a 
I small .steamer of 2!Jo tons gross and Hill 
tons net tonnage, and was bllllt in iNSU 
at San Francisco by M. Turner of tho 
Golden Unite. The steamer is 112 feet 
long, 27.!£ feet beam, ami 18.2 feel deep.

port, Several storms were encountered 
during the voyage of the Hawaii, loos- 
ening some of tho vessel's sails. The 
Mozambique from San Francisco made 
a very fast passage, having come up in 
seven days.

CAUGHT IN ICE. 

The Richard III. nnd Tug Holyoko 
Damaged. 

Advices have been received from the 
North of damages sustained in the ice 
nt Prince' of Wales Isluiul by the tug 
Jticharil Holyoke, and the hulk Kichnrd 
III. Both vessels were seriously dam- 
aged and the cost of repairs it is thought 
-will run into the thousands of dollars. 
The tug was in danger of sinking, and 
had to be beached. 

The tug towed the Richard til. which 
wn<s loaded with coal, from Ladysmitli 
to Niblnck, on Prince of Wales Island, 
nearly opposite Ketchikan, and was to 
brim.' hack a load of ore for the Tncoma 
smelter. She managed to get her escort 
into Xiblaek all right, but while there n 
cold snap came on and both vessels 
-were frozen In. To get out tliey had to 
cut their way through three miles of ice 
four inches thick. An attempt was 
made to break their \v«y, hut so badly 
did the ice cut the hulls of the two ves- 
sels that the nt tempt had to he given up. 
Both of them began to leal;, the tug 
the worse of the two. The pumps had 
to be set in motion, and even with these 
going tne water made headway. To 
save the Holyoke the men cut the ice 
•hack to the shore, and the tug was 
beached on a high tide and work com- 
menced sheathing her hull to return to 
the Sound, where, upon her arrival, she 
will have to go into the drydock and have 
her hull repaired. 

It is estimated from the damage done 
that several thousand dollars will have 
to he expended on her before she is again 
in a seaworthy condition. Considerable 
of the planking will have to be renewed. 
The Richard 111., although not so seri- 



ously damaged, is taking in considerable 
water, and will probably need a few new 
plunks and fresh cnlking. 

MARINE NOTES. 

A million ami a half dollars, one third 
of the nmorml required for the improve- 
ment of Yokohama harbor is being rais- 
ed at ('» per cent.. Ihe redemption period 
being at least thirty years and possibly 
fifty years. H is expected, when the 
work is complete that the porl will bo 
able to. earn $125,000 yearly m pierage 
and storage duos. 

The lir-i steamer for the Japanese 
Volunteer fleet is to 1 nnstructod short- 
ly, witli a tonmi-e of 8000 Ions, lit a 

eosi of $7000,000. Bids have been receiv- 
ed from Japanese and British shipyards. 
Arrangements have been made to char- 
ier tin. vessel to ihe Psnka Shoscm Kui- 
sha for the Japanese Formosnn service. 

The Nome wharf, which extends non- 
wards 1.000 foot, withstood the grinding 
of the ice park Ibis winter, nntl will 1"' 
extended to 2.500 feet ill the spring. 

Steamer Pleiades of tho Boston Tug- 
boat Company Railed yesterday from 
Seattle for Vladivostok. Inaugtirating.n 
monthlv service to .the Russian port ill 
Asia. The steamer llyades Is also to be 
placed in I Ids csrvice and will sail on 
March 30th.
